J a m e s P r e s t o n 
On tile basis of information from 
around the globe. Washington offici­ 
als are firmly convinced that what 
happens in the United States in the 
nex’ 
IOO days will go far toward 
shooing the history of the world for 
generations.

Washington officials 
think that an important factor there 
will 
he whether enough American 
war material can reach the Mediter­ 
ranean area in time. 
These officials almost unanimous­ 
ly agree with William S. 
Knudsen 
that industry has done the “ impossi­ 
ble” in speeding defense production. 
Thee realize too t f t t the American 
production speed-gp has bet n much 
faster than that pi either Germany 
or Great Britain. 
They expect that upward trend to 
continue as fast as humanly possible. 
But they are continuing to ask that 
more than the “ impossible” be done. 
New authoritative figures indicate 
that the “ impossible” is “ possible.” 
For example, in the last six months 
of 1910 actual money paid out by the 
government for defense goods to­ 
taled $1,400,000,000. But in the first 
three months of 1941, the total was

P* 250th anniversary of who. ** birth 
ill be observed on January 29, 1938, 
w as one of the g n a t scientific pioneers 
of his day. Part of his life was devoted 
to a science almost unknown in his 
time, psychology. 
Though he Iiv* d and di**d before til*1 
American 
Revolution, 
Swedenborg 
evolved a psychological system aston­ 
ishingly modern in its views of the in- 
«I;v.Jua. s relation L; society, ami rn Us 
completeness, answering many ques­ 
tion* only partially dealt with by psy­ 
chologists of todav. 
Two centuries ago thinking on th** 
subject of the nature of the mind was 
almost entir* ly confined to the philoso­ 
phers, who produced dead and abstract 
theories; 
they did not base their 
psychology on any practical observa­ 
tion of nature. Swedenborg began his 
study of the mind and its relation to 
tho body by thorough r**tearch in phy­ 
siology, and in these studies was tho 
first to arrive at certain modern con­ 
ceptions of the functions and activity 
of the brain and the nervous system.
